Discusses Parity

The Gaye West Farm Forum 
met at Mr. and Mrs. Wes. Knight, 
Carmangay, Jan. 21. This was the 
final broadcast on Parity in Agri¬ 
culture with next week jjeing a 
summary on the topic. 

The quest ion, “Do you feel that 
obtaining parity income is the 
most important problem in agri¬ 
culture?’’ was a bit difficult tp 
answer. It is certainly one of the 
most important and as a reason¬ 
able income would no doubt lessen 
a great many other difficulties, the 
forum finally decided to answer 
,‘yes”. 

When asked what other pro¬ 
blems are of urgent importance, a 
few were listed such as; The credit 
policy to agriculture, crop insur¬ 
ance, disaster loans, workmen's 
compensation, unemployment in¬ 
surance, lack of use of advanced 
farm training to young farm 
people, retirement plans and the 
general need of more efficiency 
and management on Canadian 
farms as a whole. 

Angles On the Soil Bank Policy 

On Dec. 3, forums dealt with the 
Soil Bank Idea as adopted in the 
U.S.A.. This would seem to be more 
for western Canada as this is 
where the main surplus is. 1 How¬ 
ever one forum in Qubeec figured 
the land in their district to be 
quite marginal for farming and 
should be put to tree farming. One 
in southern Ontario believed land 
was going out of production fast 
enough thru Industrial and resi¬ 
dential expansion. In Saskatche¬ 
wan one agreed they were farming 
some land that was not producing 
very well, but In view of this fact 
felt they needed all cultivatablc 
land in order to go on. 

Only one-third of the forums 
thought such a plan would reduce 
surpluses, while two-thirds believ¬ 
ed a soil bank plan would promote 
soil conservation.

FIGURES about anyone's type of business eicept your own are 
sometimes a bore, end difficult to assimilate. But due to everyone's N 
dependence on food, figures on agricultural production costs are 
actually everyone's business. The Department of Agriculture made 
a survey recently on the crop costs per cultivated acre in one 
Alberta district over the period from 1951* to 1955. The results 
have sparked many farmers into realizing the importance of the 
cost of production in profitable form operations and have created 
interest in the Form Planning Program offered by the Extension 
Service of the Department of Agriculture. 

FOR EXAMPLE, in 1951. the total cask expenses suck as tractor 
operating expenses, taxes, buildings, and so on, came to $10.47 
per cultivated acre. In 1955. they were $7.51 per cultivated acre. 

In tke non-cash expense field, which includes tke crop share of 
depreciation, intarast on land invastment. farmer's own labor at 
hired rates, and so on, in I9SI were $11.71. In I9SS they were 
$9.41. 

COST par cultivated acre in 1951 was $22.18; in 1955. $16.99. 
The average crop returns for the same years were $28.62 end 
$20.42. The margin of return per acre for risk and management 
dropped from $6.44 in 1951 to $3.43 in 1955. 

INTERESTING sidelight is the fact that in I9SI, 60 percent of farm 
cash receipts came from crops, and in I9SS it was 19 percent.
